Andrew Goodrum, Abellio Greater 
Anglia's customer service director said 
Southend Victoria's new Bike and Go 
facility will improve the service and 
choice that we provide for our cus¬

Bike and Go complements 
other investments we are making to 
improve cycle parking with more 
secure facilities and new cycle points, 
offering a greener and healthier travel 
choice for our customers.” 

The Comfey Saddle has also launched 
a scheme for train passengers to rent 
bikes to explore the town. 

Caroline Lee, a mechanic at the shop 
based in Southend Central train station 
explained because the shop is a com¬ 
munity based project they wanted to 
help visitors get around the town in 
more of an environmentally friendly 
way. 

She said: “We will size up all of the 
bikes for people and all of the cycles 
have lights on and people can also get 
helmets from us when hiring the bikes 
too.” 

To rent a bike from the Comfey

£16.99 for a full day.

industry to women considering a career in 
construction. 

Over the last 5 years I’ve learned 
how professional the property and 
construction industry are. If you’re buying 
a house no one ever realises how much 
documentation and professional rigour go 
into it. Add the tradesmen, construction 
workers who work exceptionally hard 
day-in-day-out and it’s no mean feat. I 
really admire the people I meet on site and 
throughout my work. 

I would wholeheartedly recommend a 
career as a chartered surveyor; with the 
caveat that attaining a RIGS qualification 
is tough. It takes hard work, determination 
and an iron-will to succeed. You have to 
be good with people and know how 
to talk professionally and convincingly 
to tradesmen, clients, the public and 
stakeholders. You have to be adept at 
multi-tasking, project management and 
be prepared to network and ask a lot of 
questions. Your contacts will become 
invaluable.

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Public workers hold

PUBLIC sector workers held demonstrations 
across Essex on Thursday as part of a national 
day of protest.

“The government must realise that firefighters 
cannot accept proposals that would have such 
devastating consequences for their futures, 
their families’ futures - and the future of the 
fire and rescue service itself.”

PROGRESS: Work continues at Wallasea Island project 


WORK is under way to create a 
haven for wild fowl on a corner 
of Essex coastline. 

Wallasea Island wild coast 
project reaches a milestone 
next summer when a new man¬ 
made 18-hectare saline lagoon 
will be finished and open to the 
public. 

Visitors will be able to see 
progress for themselves at a 
fun day at the RSPB project 
this weekend - a chance to find 
out how the project will give 
nature a home on a massive 
scale and how to get involved. 

Project manager Chris Tyas 
said: “Today visitors can see all 
the hard work that is going into 
creating an amazing home for 
nature. 

“Next year they will be able 
to walk around its first saline 
lagoon and by the time it is fin¬ 
ished be wowed by the vast 
array of wildlife they can see 
and experience. It really will be 
an amazing achievement.” 


The new lagoon, roughly the 
size of 21 football pitches, will 
be the island’s first saline 
lagoon with salt water fed 
through an existing sluice, 
which at the moment lets water 
off of the island, but will be 
reversed once the work is com¬ 
pleted. 

These islands and lagoons 
will provide top quality feeding 
habitat for waders such as avo- 
cet and redshank and a safe 
nesting ground. 

Cattle will be used to graze 
the surrounding grassland 
where a network of footdrains 
and ditches will hold water into 
the summer providing muddy 
edges for feeding waders. 

During the winter, the short 
grass will provide wigeon, 
Brent geese with important 
winter sustenance and feeding 
for waders such as black-tailed 
godwit and golden plover. 

The first phase is being deliv¬ 
ered by Crossrail, and their 


contractors Bam Nutall have 
already started work with dig¬ 
gers and dumpers busily mov¬ 
ing soil from the new saline 
lagoon across to Jubilee Marsh, 
where it is used to raise the 
land and form the features for 
this future saltmarsh and mud¬ 
flats. 

*One Wild Day at Wallasea is 
on Sunday 20 July. 

There will be a chance to get 
up close and personal with the 
big machines that have been 
working the site as well as get¬ 
ting hands on with nature bug 
hunting, mud dipping and bird 
watching. 

There is free admission and 
parking or a ferry from 
Bumham-on-Crouch and shut¬ 
tle bus from Essex Marina.

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French honour 
crash survivor 


THE SOLE surviving crew member from the 
American B17 bomber which crashed on 
Canvey in World War Two has been awarded a 
illustrious medal by French president Francois 
Hollande. 

Rear gunner Dick Andrews, now 90, received 
the Legion of Honour, which celebrates bravery, 
sent to his home in New Jersey from the French 
consulate in New York. 

Mr Andrews' plane 'Heavenly Body' was acci¬ 
dentally hit another as they flew in formation, 
back from a successful raid on a V2 site in 
France. 

Tribute was paid to him and his comrades at a 
special service on the island last month, to mark 
the 70th anniversary of that fateful day, July 19, 
1944, which claimed 11 flyers' lives. 

The citation with his Legion of Honour medal 
read “this prestigious distinction underlines the 
deep appreciation and gratitude of the French 
people for your contribution to the liberation of 
our country during during World War 11. We 
will never forget the commitment of the 


American heroes to whom France owes so 
much”. Canvey historian Alan Jasper, who has 
spent many years researching the B17 crash and 
built up friendships with the surviving crew - 
especially with Mr Andrews said the medals 
had been awarded as part of France's D-Day 
commemorations. 

“Dick was very proud to receive this honour,” 
Mr jasper said. Unfortunately Mr Andrews had 
been too infirm to come to the memorial ser¬ 
vice but sent a message via his daughter and 
son-in-law Barbara and David Tarbox. 

The service was held at St Nicholas Church 
on Sunday, June 22, led by the Rev David Tudor.

MONITOR: Basildon Hospital could have improved more quickly says Government report 


Watchdog criticised 
for acting too slowly 


STANDARDS at Basildon 
Hospital could have been raised 
more quickly if a watchdog had 
acted more 'decisively', a gov¬ 
ernment report has concluded. 

Regulator Monitor has been 
criticised over its inaction when 
problems were first noted. 

The failure to act meant high 
death rates continued for sever¬ 
al years. Government's Public 
Accounts Committee said the 
hospital was in breach of regu¬ 
latory standards for 49 months 
before Monitor intervened. 

The report said: “Some NHS 


foundation trusts have been 
allowed to struggle for far too 
long in breach of their regulato¬ 
ry conditions. Monitor has 
taken too long to identify clear¬ 
ly the reasons for trusts being in 
difficulty and to take decisive 
action. It has adopted an incre¬ 
mental approach to interven¬ 
tion, in the hope that trusts will 
recover, rather than taking radi¬ 
cal action at an early stage. 

“Basildon and Thurrock NHS 
Foundation Trust is one of the 
the three trusts which have been 
in breach of their regulatory 


conditions since 2009. 

By December 31, 2013, it had 
been in breach for reasons of 
care quality for 49 months. 
Monitor failed to give appropri¬ 
ate challenge until local MPs 
declared they had lost confi¬ 
dence in the trust's leadership. 

“Monitor acknowledged that 
it should have moved much 
more quickly to replace senior 
staff at the trust. It believed that 
the new leadership team were 
now turning things around, but 
it accepted that reaching this 
point had taken far too long.”

Justice 
at last 
for Justin 

ON May 29, 2013, everything 
changed for me. I received a 
text message to urgently call 
Justin Bowman’s mother. It 
came in the early hours but on 
this rare occasion I got up late. 

I immediately phoned her. 

In her desperation she said, 
"Justin is dead." 

I contacted my daughters 
Kelly and Kirsty and we head¬ 
ed over to find a distraught 
woman. 


The story begins. My daugh¬ 
ters were so affected by watch¬ 
ing a lady broken that they 
immediately started a petition 
called ‘Justice for Justin’, to 
have the speed lowered on Dry 
Street. 

After gaining 6,000 signa¬ 
tures with an online petition, 
we walked the streets of 
Basildon town centre in num¬ 
bers, wearing Justice for Justin 
t-shirts brought by Justin’s 
mother. We handed the petition 
to Essex County Council. The 
council ignored us and people 
became despondent. 

However, I was not prepared 
to stand down and continued 
fighting for the right to be 
heard and to stop another 
senseless death. 

The only reporter invited to 
Justin's funeral came to be the 
only reporter we trusted - 
Charles Thomson from the 
Yellow Advertiser. From that 
day the YA was always given 
information first. They became 
close allies in making Dry 
Street safer for the community. 

It was clear as the stories hit 
local papers that the only fac¬ 
tual reporting with exemplary 
accuracy came from the 
Charles. Charles showed us 
compassion, empathy in times 
of emotional strain, and his 
use of language amplified the 
passion behind the campaign. 

No other newspaper had this 
understanding of the innate 
passion from all involved. 

They simply reported a story 
as if we were just a number. 

Justin was never just a num¬ 
ber. He was a young man that 


never had the chance to reach 
his prime. 

For seven months I was in 
communication with Nick 
Freeman - ‘Mr Foophole’ - a 
criminal defence lawyer who 
showed the same compassion 
that I see in Charles and who 
agreed to represent the cam¬ 
paign pro bono. 

I made a conscious decision 
who I could trust to run this 
story - it was Charles and the 
YA. 

On July 10, 2014, the story 
featuring Nick Freeman, 
Justin's father Ken and I, 
reached the front page. The 
story gave Ken some closure. 
With the YA's help and sup¬ 
port, we finally reached Ken’s 
goal to have the pathway 
Justin walked out of, to his 
death, closed. 

We continue fighting for 
30mph on Dry Street with the 
support of many people. The 
fight goes on as Essex Council 
is not interested. 

I would personally like to 
thank Charles Thomson and 
the YA for supporting the 
‘Justice for Justin’ campaign 
because, as much as I have 
worked hard over the last year, 

I could not have made this 
happen alone. This campaign 
worked due to your trust, 
support and outstanding 
reporting. 


I would like to thank you for 
your kindness and empathic 
understanding whilst all who 
knew Justin carried the pain of 
loss, and thank you for helping 
to make this happen. 

With heartfelt warmth, thank 
you for travelling the same 
journey and making a differ¬ 
ence, and potentially saving 
lives on Dry Street.

Bolan story told 
with flashbacks

Marc Bolan's story is a 
familiar one - fame-hun¬ 
gry and charismatic, he 
rose through the ranks of 
showbusiness and then 
fell into fame's booby- 
trap. Drink, drugs and 
debauchery left him bro¬ 
ken and near-friendless. 
It is the archetypal rise- 
and-fall story - one we 
hear every time a star 
checks into rehab, dies 
or gets sent to jail. 

Writer Peter Rowe 
attempts to refresh the 
age-old narrative by tak¬ 
ing the focus off of the 
glam-rocker and putting 
it onto son Rolan. With 
no income from Bolan's 
estate, Rolan and mother 
Gloria Jones - the girl¬ 
friend behind the wheel 
in the crash that took 
Bolan's life - share a 
small apartment in the 
States. Rolan's desire to 
learn about his father is 
at odds with Gloria's 
inability to acknowledge 
the circumstances of the 
singer's death, so he trav¬ 
els to London. 

Bolan's story is told 
through flashbacks, 
introduced by friends 
and family Rolan 
encounters. The device 
feels laboured at times 
but builds to a satisfying 
emotional climax when 
Gloria follows her son to 
London and finally con¬ 
fronts the carnage 
wrought by the fatal 
crash. In her final scenes 
as Gloria, Donna Hines 
packs an extreme punch, 
reducing audience mem¬ 
bers to tears. A power¬ 
house vocalist, she 
dwarfs the rest of the 
cast - including West 
End stalwart Warren 
Sollars as Bolan. 

Sollars portrays Bolan 
as a comical, pretentious 
ingenue but captures the 
charisma which secured 
his success. 



His inability to play Bolan's gui¬ 
tar solos proves distracting as he 
paces the stage with his back to the 
audience while another musician 
fills in but the music remains the 
real star of this show. 

At its climax, several hits are 
played a second time in a mini¬ 
concert which gets the entire audi¬ 
ence on its feet. 

Rolan's storyline never quite 
concludes and the show seems a 


tad stage-school at times; some of 
the wigs look like they got 
squashed in transit and Bolan's 
first wife June speaks in curt 
received pronunciation but curi¬ 
ously sings in a thick Broadway 
accent. However, fans expecting a 
night of Bolan's music will leave 
satisfied.

Dawn of the Planet of the Apes 
(12A, 130 mins) 


B lending state-of-the-art spe¬ 
cial effects with an intelligent 
script, Dawn Of The Planet Of 
The Apes conjures two hours of ani¬ 
mal magic that looks set to be 
crowned king of the swingers. 

Tim Burton's abortive Planet Of 
The Apes is now a distant memory 
thanks to the 2011 revamp Rise Of 
The Planet Of The Apes and this 
superior sequel, which pushes the 
art of motion-capture performance 
to new limits. 

Andy Serkis' exemplary work as 
Caesar, the super-intelligent chim¬ 
panzee who leads the ape uprising, 
is the film's emotional heartbeat. 

His ability to convey the charac¬ 
ter's rage, despair and passion 
through movement and subtle ges¬ 
ture is breathtaking. 

Toby Kebbell is also compelling as 
Caesar's war-mongering rival, who 
believes the key to his species' sur¬ 
vival is the extermination of humans. 

Mark Bomback, Rick Jaffa and 
Amanda Silver's script elegantly 
draws parallels between the feuding 
primates, juxtaposing tender scenes 


of parenting with bruising skirmishes 
that create divisions on both sides. 

Ten winters have passed since 
simian flu ravaged the globe. 

In the absence of law and order, 
basic resources such as water, food 
and electricity are dangerously 
depleted. 

One-time military man Dreyfus 
(Gaty Oldman), who lost his entire 
family to the virus, leads survivors of 
the ALZ-113 virus in San Francisco. 

He despatches a team led by family 
man Malcolm (Jason Clarke) to 
access the O'Shaughnessy Dam, 
which provides the city with electricity. 

In the forest that envelops the 
dam, the scouting party encounters 
apes led by Caesar, including his 
ambitious second-in-command 
Koba (Kebbell), impetuous son Blue 
Eyes (Nick Thurston) and Bornean 
orangutan Maurice (Karin Konoval). 

Malcolm's trigger-happy compatri¬ 
ot Carver (Kirk Acevedo) shoots one 
of the apes and the humans are 
banished to their stronghold. 

Once Dreyfus learns about the 
neighbouring ape community, he 
asks Malcolm and co to refrain from 
telling the other survivors. 

“They're talking apes with big-ass 


spears!” shrieks Carver. 

Malcolm realises that he must earn 
Caesar's trust to gain access to the 
dam so he prepares to return to the 
forest with wife El lie (Keri Russell) 
and teenage son Alexander (Kodi 
Smith-McPhee). 

“If you're not back in three days, 
we're going to go out there and kill 
every last one of them,” warns 
Dreyifus. 

Dawn Of The Planet Of The Apes 
is a slick thrill ride with brains as well 
as brawn. The grim mood, which 
permeates the first half, leads to all- 
guns-blazing war and director 
Reeves orchestrates these brutal 
sequences with elan. 

Digital effects are jaw-dropping, 
giving birth to a realistic army of 
blood-thirsty apes who cram every 
chaotic, blood-spattered frame. 

The film's strong anti-gun mes¬ 
sage comes through loud and clear, 
but the appetite for destruction 
overpowers diplomacy. 

“I always think ape better than 
humans,” laments Caesar as his 
dream of lasting peace founders. 

“I see now how like them we are.”

‘juggernaut of joy’ has continued 
to play to capacity houses across 
the country - with more than a mil¬ 
lion people due to see the show 
this year alone. 

The production, which uses state- 
of-the-art lighting incorporating more 
than 300 different lanterns all con¬ 
nected by over three miles of cable, is 
also joined by 40 local children each 
week who form the integral choir. 

From its humble beginning as a 
15-minute ‘pop cantata’ for an end 
of term school concert, Joseph has 
grown into something astronomical - 
taking to the stage in 12 different 
countries and playing in more than 


80 cities in the US alone.

M IX a medieval royal palace 
with Art Deco splendour 
and you have Eltham Palace 
- one of the most enchanting visitor 
attractions in London. 

The former childhood home of 
Henry VIII may have changed vastly 
over the centuries, but it still lays 
claims to being one of the few 
important medieval royal palaces in 
England to survive with substantial 
remains intact. 

The former moated manor 
house, acquired by the future 
Edward II in 1305 and passed on 
to his queen, was significantly 
changed under Edward IV in the 
1470s with, most notably, the 
addition of a great hall, which can 
still be seen today. 

While the palace declined rapidly 
in the 16th century, after Henry VIII 
became the last monarch to spend 
substantial amounts of money or 
time there, a campaign to save the 
great hall from demolition resulted 
in restoration work in 1828. But it 
wasn't until the 1930s that the 
hall's future was secured with the 
building of an ultra-modern private 
house adjoining it. 

As well as creating a stunning 
home, which is among the finest 
examples of Art Deco architecture 
in England, Stephen and Virginia 


Courtauld were also keen 
horticulturists who laid new areas 
of lawns, a mixed border, a sunken 
rose garden, a spring bulb 
meadow, a rock garden and 
woodland garden. 

Alongside its gardens - a rare 
and very fine example of 1930s 
garden design - and magnificent 
medieval great hall, other highlights 
on a visit to Eltham Palace include 
its stunning entrance hall and 
panelled dining room. Recent 
improvements by English Heritage, 
who have managed Eltham since 
1995, include the building of a 
brand new children’s play area this 
year. The play area, with its ‘around 
the world’ theme, takes inspiration 
from the Courtauld’s love of 
travelling and has a plane to fly, 
mountains to climb, world maps to 
explore and even a compass to 
find your way home. 

A number of events throughout 
the year also help to keep children 
busy and up-and-coming events 
include ‘Awesome Archaeology’ 
from 10am to 5pm from Sunday to 
Tuesday, July 27-29, where they 


can take part in a mini dig for the 
day and discover hidden treasures 
and fantastic finds. 

There are also ‘Gruesome Goings 
On’ from Sunday to Tuesday, 
August 3-5, where you can travel 
back in time and discover the 
painful punishments your history 
teacher’s too timid to tell you, from 
who’s top of the chops to the A-Z 
of torture in medieval times. 

A ‘Soldier School’ will be taking 
place from Sunday to Tuesday, 
August 10-12, where children can 
become home front heroes and 
discover Eltham Palace’s secret 
wartime past, and an ‘Ugly Bug 
Safari’ from Sunday to Tuesday, 
August 17-19, where they can 
grab a magnifying glass and join 
the big hunt for mini beasts that 
lurk in the medieval moat and the 
sunken rose garden. 

More events for kids include a 
‘Knights and Princesses Academy’ 
from August 24-26, where they 
can learn skills in heroic chivalry 
and eloquent etiquette, and a 
‘Ghosts and Ghouls’ event from 
October 26-28, where they can 


scare themselves silly, show off 
their spooktacular costumes and 
frighten fearless staff. 

You can also surround yourself 
with art deco decadence and sam¬ 
ple the splendour of the thrilling 
30s at an Art Deco Fair, which 
runs from 10am to 5pm on 


Saturday and Sunday, September 
13 and 14, and offers an abun¬ 
dance of vintage stalls to satisfy 
the most ardent shopper.

Or to put it 
another way, they are better qualified to seli your home than you are! 

Agents also enjoy a degree of professional detachment and objectivity, which 
with the best wili in the world no homeowner can match, and which buyers not 
only respect but tend to feel more comfortable with. Brought face to face with the 
proud owner, people often feel uncomfortable; unable to ask important but 
perhaps sensitive questions, or to pass comment, for fear of causing offence. 
Much easier to deal with a middleman! After all, they’ve come to look at your 
house, not to meet you.

ESSEX Eagles eased into the quar¬ 
ter-finals of the NatWest T20 Blast 
competition with a comfortable 63- 
run victory over old adversaries Kent 
Spitfires in front of a capacity 4,500 
crowd at Castle Park, Colchester. 

Essex went into the game having 
won eight out of nine South Divi¬ 
sion matches, they knew that a victo¬ 
ry would guarantee a place in the 
quarter finals.

Ravi Bopara joined Tom Westley in 
the middle and Essex began to make 
headway. Indeed, by the time Bopara 
(23) fell in the field to Alex Blake off 
the bowling of Adam Riley, the home 
side were just six runs short of three 


figures. James Foster continued 
where Bopara left off but Westley 
was undoubtedly the star of the show, 
wooing the crowd with a hugely 
impressive century off just 55 balls, 
this included 10 fours and 6 sixes. 

Essex closed on a mammoth 209-5 
with Ryan Ten Doeschate (37) hitting 
30 from the final over off the unfor¬ 
tunate Ben Harmison, this before 
being caught at long-off by Blake off 
the final ball of the innings. Foster 
remained unbeaten on 36. 

Kent were never really in the hunt, 
and their chase started disastrously 
with Daniel Bell-Drummond caught 
by wicketkeeper Foster off Graham 
Napier without scoring.

Key's off-stump, the Kent captain
